Tto irrdoor arid outdlodr housing laciliHaa ahalt ha atrucLurally sound and shall be rnaialained on 
good repair to protect ll>e animals Irom injury arxJ lo conlaio the anin^als. 


’** According lo the facility represantalive. three tigers escaped from Ifieir transport enclosures in the mam transport 
vehicle because a tie down strap several adjoinir>g enclosures hrcfce. Once the strap broke, and the tigers began 
moving around the onclosuros, one onclosura was ablo to roll oft the slop blocks and croala an opening bg enough 
to allow the cals out. Once out O'f the erclosure two of the animals crossed the barrier lence and bit a horse m the 
next trailer. 11 took approjtimalely 30 minutes to contain all tigers again salely. Although the animals were ratumad lo 
their enclosures in a sale manner, a more secure method o( containing the animals needs to be eslablished to 
prevent ttie animals from eEcgping Ipr their sstefy as well as the -salely of the general public and other enimgla at the 
Circus.

Primary enclosures, such as compartments, transpcrt cages, carions, or crates, used to transport live animals shall 
be con£lrucJed in such a manner that (1 ) the structural strength of the endoaure ehatl be eufficieril to cental n the live 
animals arxJ lo withstand the normal rigors of transportation. 

’** The transport endosuras and the trailer (or ttie ligsrs need to h€ addressed. Several o( the endosures are 
showing signs of rust along the wire and the gates. Once rust begins lo develop it can afleoT the structurs,! integrity of 
the endosura which oan be lurther aggravated dunog transportatjon. In addlllori, the iraJlar ia in diarepair with rust 
along the main beams and the wood boards are in disrepair on tbe ceiling, This trailer needs to be addressed so that 
it can wilhatand Iha normal rigbra of transpcrtaiibn.
